Santa Barbara/Kotor, Montenegro, Sister City Committee

This past year was a productive year for the Santa Barbara/Kotor Sister City Commfttee.

In June of 2009, a successful fund raising dinner to fund the Culinary Academy for the Orphans of
Kotor was held- Over fifty people from Santa Barbara and Los Angeles attended to learn more about
the Sister City Organization, our relationship with Kotor, and to fund the academy for 2009.

In July of 2009! our first exchange program was held with six water polo players from UCSD travePing
to Kotor for two weeks to train with the Montenegro Water Polo Team (World Champions in 2009).
